A large
tin cip of unflltcred Oiotou was given to
him and quickly drained with a grimaco, and
Most was ready for breakfast.

Matron Webb paid somo regard to the do-rir-es

of the forinor member of the German
lteichstag, and daintily prepared a sirloin
steak, poached eggs, rolls and hot coffoo for
him. Most ato his menl with a relish, and
enjoyed it much more than ho did tho
noonday repast of cold Irish stow and beer
in a " growler" from which ho was so rudoly
torn yesterday.

When, asked by his keeper how ho had
passed tho night, Host smiled ono of his
most expansive sinilos, shrugged his shoul-
ders and snid :

"As well as might bo expected," pointing
rigniilcantly to the rough woodon bench
which had been his couch. " My arrest aud
imprisonment aro a great outrage," ho

" aud are a travesty ou boasted
American freedom. Tho newspapers have
done this by bystematio lying. They mode
Spies and Liugg dcclaro that I was their
tutor ill Anarchist views. JJccnuso I am a
recognized leader of advanced thought,
oil tho sins of others aro laid
nt my door. Liugg was an Anarchist
iong before ho came to this country, and had
a recognizod standing in tho ordor in Ger-
many. Ho was active in the organization in
America, and noeded no man's shadow to
lurk behind. Spies was an intelligent,

man, and was an Anarchist boforo
ho heard of or mot me. I defy the authori-
ties to prove that I ovor advised any person
to resort to physical foroo or to uso dynamite
or other explosives. When thoy were ujJed
by. others I did not weep or moan."

Despite tho unsatisfactory pine-boar- d bed,
Horr Most rested well, and during the night
watches was observed to bo sleeping soundly.
His bushy hair stood up like quills upon the
irotful porcupino when he awoko.but he said
nothing about comb or brush. Ho cxpressod

solicitude for water to bathe in his chief
a drink to cool his dry and

Ino throat.
Shortly af tor 10 o'clock ho was escorted up

tho spiral stairway which leads up from tho
prison direct to Inspector Byrnes's cosy but
h.ghly suggestivo quarters, and was prepared
for his journey to tho Court-IIous- He
made a pretence of indifference, but it was
evident to those who know his habits that he
was making a great effort to appear cool.

Iuspector Uyrnes and Detoctivo Crowley
started from . l'olico Headquarters at 10.80
with Most, tho arch Anarchist, smoking ono
of the Inspector's good cigars, Thoy rode
downtown on tho front platform of a Third
avenue car.

Tho party reached Part I. of tho Court of
General Sessions at 1U.C5. Most's chubby
form was encased in a black coat and vest
and drab trousers, which fitted him as closely
na fliA akin nf ft linlntmfl Hnusnpa.

As he sat in court his little gray eyes peered
out from under his heavy brows in a sly way,
though there was an uneasy movement of
them about tho room. Oddly enough, Now
York's arch Anarchist's hatred for the " cap-
italistic press " does not deter him from en-
couraging the publication of newspapers by
purchasing them, and while his eyes shifted
from face to face he protended to be reading
a copy of The Would.

A tall, lean woman, with truly Anarchlstio
hair, not blood red, but of oflory hue, visited
the District-Attorney- 's office early aud Btated
that sho had como to offer bail for Herr Most,
8ho was directed to the court-roo- m and sat
within tho comuartmont for women. She
wore a handsome Faisloy shawl and stated to
a reporter that she was Ida Hoffman and lived
at G2 East Seventh streot, which house she
ownod. It was worth $20,000 and boro a
mortgago for $11,000. She is on Anarchist.

Herr Most, after his entrance, set up a
desporato flirtation with tho woman, ogling
her in truly Anarchlstio fashion.

William F. Howe, counsel for Most, put In
his appearance at 11 o'clock. He wore a
flaming rod " four-in-han- d " ueck-sca- rf and
further showed what a terrible Anarchist he
was by taking notes with a red load-penci-

l.

Despite the resolute dofense of the entrance
door by tho court officers, who demanded a
subpoena or summons from every applicant
for admission, the room was crowded
with people. Hundreds had formed
themselves into a silent reception
committee to Most on the sidewalk in
Chambers street, but only a few dozens
could gain admission to the crampod courtr-
oom, and tho fortunate ones starod at the
Anarchist with all their eyes. Commodore
Gerry was one of them.

Judge Cowing took his goat at 11.15, and the
Court boconio as quiet as the grave instantly.
A long line of minor offenders were called to
tho bar as a prelud to Host's case, and while
this was going on a reporter Interviewed
Mrs. Hoffman.

She said: "My husband is Dr. Julius
Hoffman, a physician of large praotice. We
believe in anarchism, and that it is our duty
to como forward and assist a brother Anarch-
ist when he is in trouble on account of his
beliefs or his expression of hU convictions.
We own our houso, and will beoomo bait for
Johann Most."

Lawyer Blake had proceeded flvo minutes
in his charge to tho jury in anothor case,
Jvhen, at 11.40, District-Attorne- y Martine, en-
tered. Mr. Blake discontinued, and Court
Clerk nail read the indictment to Most,

with " Are you guilty or not guilty f"
, Counsellor Howo interposed in behalf of
juost and addressed Judge Cowing ; I am
Sl&d this caso comes before you, for I know

you will not be influenced by publio
clamor, and as for tho District-Attorne- with
Uie einphatio compliment tendered to him
almost unanimously by the people last week,
l am sure that he will he fair."

man as bondsman for him.

The husband of Mrs. Hoffman, Dr. Julius
Hoffman, is tho man who figured conspicu-ousl- y

three months ago as a witness in the
trial of Joseph Bernheimor. tho pointer,
who was charged by Walking Delo-gat- o

Charles Schalk with assanlt with
intent to kill. Schalk called at tho homo of
Bornheimer's fathr aud insisted that he
should discharge a non-unio- n man in his em-
ploy. Words followed and Schalk, it is
allegod, insulted Mrs. Bornheimor, whero-uponh-

son gave Schalk a pair of black
eyos.

On the trial beforo Justices Kilbroth,
O'Reilly and Ford, in the Special Sessions
Court.

Brotherhood waited at tho Bnrrott House for
thu mossago from tho Leaguo which would
signify pence or war. It catmint 0 o'clock in
tho form of nn invitation for Slessrs.
Ward, Bronthors and Haulon to meet tho
members of tho League. Forthwith thoy
took thoir lino of march for tho Fifth Avonue
Hotel. After a sharp engagement, lod by
President Ward, tho Brotherhood scored a
victory.

An a rosult, thoy met tho Leaguo
delegates to discuss tho present form of con-

tract. Yesterday tho Brotherhood woro
locked out of tho big parlor. To-da- y thoy
woro looked in.

Tho decision of tho Leagnn has taken
overybody bv surprise. Tho different dole-gat-

havo said ovor aud over again that thuy
would novcr roeognizo tho Brotherhood as
an organization. Their noto last evening was
addressod to the Brotherhood Committee
as individuals, To-da- y they say: " Wu did
not undorstuud the objects of tho Brother-
hood. They came as individuals anil Presi-
dent Ward demonstrated that the Brother-
hood wished to help thu Leaguo, so wo gavo
them tho recognition they oraved."

Notwithstanding what tho Leaguo men sny
y it is believed by good Judgos that thuy

concluded it would bo bad policy to fight
the Brothorhood.

The mooting this morning oponed at 10
o'clock. Tho members representing the
Leaguo were Prosideut John D. Day, of Now
York?, Presidout A. U. Bpalding, of Chicago,
and John I. Uogors, of Philadelphia. The
Brotherhood was represented by McBsrs.

Tho members of tho
Brotherhood recoivod tho praiso modestly.
President Ward was very happy and said that
tho Leaguo would not rogrot recognizing tho
Brothorhood.
